School Textbook Adoption 
Bill Breezes Through House

INDIANAPOLIS 
(UPI) 
— 
The 
Indiana 
House 
Friday 
approved, by an 84-1 vote, a bill 
giving parents a say in local 
school textbook adoption. 
Sen. Eldon F . Lundquist, R- 
Elkhart, 
ch airm an 
of 
the 
Senate E ducation Committee, 
will sponsor the bill when it 
reaches his cham ber. 
It differs in several respects 
with a bill debated lengthily 
and passed, 42-8, Wednesday 
night in the Senate. 
The bill defines “Textbook” 
according 
to 
the 
contents, 
regardless w hether the m ateri­ 
al is actually in book form or 
not and lets p aren ts have their 


say as m em bers of a teacher- 
dominated com m ittee appointed 
by 
the 
school 
board. 
The 
com mittee would m ake recom­ 
mendations to the superinten­ 
dent, who would m ake his to 
the board, which would have 
the final decision. 
The Senate and House bills 
both take selection power away 
from the superintendent and 
give it to the board. 
“ It’s the only bill of its type 
in the House to solve a problem 
th at has come to the forefront 
in recent y e a r s ,” said Rep. 
Sterling M. H altom , a recent 
m em ber of the S tate School- 
book Adoption Commission. 
Haltom said 
his 
bill was 


requested for sponsorship by 
Lundquist. He said his bill also 
has the support of the major 
teacher and school adm inistra­ 
tor organizations in Indiana. 
Haltom said his bill did not 
deal with supplem ental m ate­ 
ria ls , 
as 
the 
S en ate 
bill 
sponsored by Sen. 
Joan M. 
Gubbins, R-Indianapolis does. 
He called her bill “ inappro­ 
p ria te ” for doing so. 
He said the controversy in

Since there are only 12 of the planned 32 Indiana 
com m unity com prehensive centers now in operation and 
six others in the construction phase, realization of the 
final goal of close-to-home treatm ent for the m entally ill is 
still in the future. 


The Mental Health Association 
in Indiana 
has 
reached this judgm ent, that portion of the funding of 
centers which is sta te governm ent's responsibility should 
be provided by a reliable, predictable, and dedicated 
source of funds. 


If local county governm ents a re to act to furnish their 
sh are of the cen ters’ funding, they m ust be confident that 
the sta te ’s share is assured. The uncertainty of annual 
G eneral Assembly appropriations from General Funds is 
an obstacle to progress. 


The Indiana Assocation believes that an additional 3 
cent cigarette tax is the most logical solution to the 
problem of guaranteeing to local governm ents that state 
funds will be available. Thus, county governm ents can 
provide their tax dollars with the assurance that they will 
be supplem ented — not by whim, im pulse or the condition 
of the General Fund, but by dedicated funds which cannot 
be deflected from th eir declared purpose. 


We concur in the reasoning of the Mental H ealth 
Association. We hope you do, too. If you do, let your 
legislator know.

Bowen To Be Speaker 


At Licoln Day Dinner 


RUSHVILLE - Gov. Otis R. 
Bowen will discuss the future of 
the Republican Party at the 
annual 
R ush 
County 
GOP 
Lincoln Day dinner Tuesday 
(April 29), county Republican 
chairm an C. Jack Clarkson has 
announced. 
The dinner will be at 6:30 p.m . 
at the Durbin Hotel. 
Now in his third y ear as 
Indiana’s chief executive, Dr. 
Bowen has been in public life 
more than two decades. He won 
his first elective office in 1952, 
six years after he established a 
medical practice in the north­ 
e a ste rn 
M arshall 
C ounty 
com m unity of Bremen. 
Although no decision has been 
made to day, Dr. Bowen is 
expected to seek a second term 
as governor in 1976. He is the 
first governor who may do so 
since adoption of an am endm ent 
to the In d ian a C onstitution 
which elim inated a prohibition 
against successive term s.' 
Gov. Bowen cam paigned in 
1972 on a program of providing 
visible, substantial and lasting 
property tax relief. His program 
was translated into law by the 
1973 G eneral Assembly. As a 
result, H oosiers’ property tax 
bills w ere reduced a m inim um 
of 20 per cent in .1974. The 
reductions will continue each 
year for the forseeable future. 


Dr. Bowen’s first two years in 
office 
a lso 
have 
brought 
program s to accelerate com ­ 
pletion of the interstate highway 
system 
in 
Indiana, 
im prove 
facilities at m any of the sta te ’s 
parks and 
recreation areas, 
improve the m ental health and 
correction 
system s 
and 
im ­ 
plem ent 
new , 
but 
v ita l 
program s such as em ergency 
medical services. 


A native of Fulton County, Dr. 
Bowen easned A B and M.D. 
degrees 
from 
In d ian a 
University. After an internship 


at a South Mend hospital, he 
served in the U.S. Army during 
World W ar II, then established 
his B rem en practice. 
His fellow doctors in M arshall 
County felt strongly the coroner 
should be a physician and his 
“turn” to serve cam e in 1956. He 
won nomination and election 
and, after four years as coroner, 
decided 
to 
run 
for 
sta te 
representative after a vacancy 
developed. 
He was elected to the Indiana 
House that 
year—1956. 
That 
term was to be the first of seven 
as a legislator. He lost in 1958, 
when he sought re-election, by a 
m argin of just four votes. But he 
won again in 1960 and repeated 
every two years through 1970. 
Following his 1964 victory, he 
was elected minority leader of 
the sm all Republican contingent 
in the Indiana House and in 1967, 
when the GOF again assum ed 
control of the House, he was 
elected speaker. He was 
to 
serve as speaker for five con­ 
s e r v e session—1967, 1969, 1970, 
1971 and 1972—more than any 
other m an in Indiana history. 
Gov. Bowen also served two 
years as chairm an and four 
years as vice chairm an of the 
L egislative 
Council, 
on 
num erous 
House 
stan d in g 
co m m ittees and le g isla tiv e 
study com m ittees and on state, 
regional and national advisory 
com m ittees and commissions in 
his 14 years in the House. 
Until his election as governor 
in 1972, he continued his Bremen 
medical practice and he and bis 
wife Beth w ere active in com 
munity affairs and in m edical 
society activities at all levels.

CMC Cuts Frills, Reduces Prices 


DETROIT (UPI) — General Motors Corp. is taking 
the frills off nine small models and will offer them as 
“stripped down” versions with lower price tags in an 
effort to promote buying when the cash rebate program 
ends next week.

ERA Bill Will Pass: Bayh 


INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) — Sen. Birch Bayh, D-Ind., - 
said Friday he is still optimistic that the Indiana Senate 
will adopt the Equal Rights Amendment to the U.S. 
Constitution. Bayh, who sponsored the amendment in 
the U.S. Senate, said Indiana’s ratification is essential if 
the ERA is to be added to the Constitution. The Indiana 
House already has approved it, but a Senate committee 
has turned it down Ratification is required by 38 states, 
and so far 34 have okayed it. 


Amtrack Sideswipes Freight Train 


WOODBRIDGE, Va. (UPI) — A southbound freight 
train swayed and sideswiped a Florida-to-New York 
passenger train Friday, causing seven cars of the 
Amtrak “Silver S ta r” to derail. Twenty-three persons on 
the passenger train were hurt.

EPA 
Says Water Pollution 
Clean-up Is Working 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - Fac­ 
tories responsible for nearly 8C 
per 
cent 
of 
th e 
nation’s 
industrial water pollution have 
now 
agreed 
to 
bring 
their 
dumping down to the limits set 
by 
law, 
the 
Environmental 
Protection Agency announced 
today. 
Citing “very strong progress’ 
in cleaning up the 
nation’s 
lakes and rivers, EPA Adminis 
trator Russell E. Train said 
there were 23 bodies of water 
with 
dramatic 
improvement 
already. 
“The water is sure as hell 
cleaner now than it was when 
we began this program ,” said 
Train, adding that it will be 
even cleaner by 1977. 
The program, launched in 
December, 1970, requires per 
m its to pollute w ater. With 
each permit comes a schedule 
under which the polluters agree 
to use the “best 
practical’ 
technology to clean up their 
operations by July I, 1977, and 
the "best available” technology 
by July I, 1983. 
To date, EPA said, 95 per 
cent 
of 
the 
3,000 
major 
industrial 
polluters 
— 
who 
together account for 80 per cent 
of such pollution —a re now on 
com pliance schedules. The 
other 5 per cent should be on 
schedules by the end of this 
year along with 
the 
27,000 
minor polluters. 
But, Train said, things are 
still moving slowly in the drive 
to get cities to curb sewage 
pollution to meet 
the “best 
practical” technology language 
by July of 1977. He said the

will

to 
grant extensions on a case by 
case basis, even though the 
Supreme Court this week freed

Thursday night and blew up an 
Atlas Centaur rocket carrying 
the seventh Intelsat IV moonlet 
The mission vanished in a ball 
of fire into the ocean. 
The rocket began to tumble 
wildly 
out 
of 
control 
two 
minutes and 20 seconds after 
liftoff. It was ordered destroyed 
for safety reasons. 
Although 
officials 
initially 
blamed a malfunction in the 
rocket’s first stage, it will be 
several weeks before the exact 
cause 
of 
the 
trouble 
is 
pinpointed, according to Henry 
Slone, project manager of Atlas 
Centaur. 
“It appears everything was 
normal to the booster cutoff,” 
Slone 
said. 
Then, 
“several 
things went wrong.” 
The satellite, last in a series 
of commercial communications 
moonlets, was to have taken its 
place alongside another Intelsat 
some 22,300 miles above the 
Indian Ocean. 
Slone said a spare Intelsat IV 
satellite 
would probably 
be 
launched in May if the problem 
in the booster rocket is solved 
then.

year old cannot legally contract 
and only in rare cases, own 
property. The Justice of the 
Peace system handles some 75 
per cent of all traffic 
en­ 
forcement cases in the state. A 
17 year old has one year’s ex­ 
perience as a legally licensed 
driver. 
So the appointment was an 
exception, and he must face the 
electorate in the next election. It 
still points out the basic flaws in 
the system. With no educational 
requirements, low wages not 
attracting competition, we still 
have courts operating in barber­ 
shops and 
bars, with 
ill- 
qualified 
individuals cloaked 
with 
authority 
sitting 
in 
judgement. If not in your area, 
you are among the more for­ 
tunate. 
I am not one believing that a 
law 
degree 
confers 
good 
judgment on any individual. In 
fact, after studying some court 
decisions in recent years, one 
might wonder if Justice should 
not be dispensed by a panel of 
lay people. However, duties of a 
Justice of the Peace include 
interpretation of laws and 
statutes. It does not appear 
unreasonable to require some 
degree of knowledge in the area. 
The 
present 
system 
is 
designed to eliminate many of 
the legal technicalities, per­ 
m itting 
any 
individual 
to 
present a case without legal 
advice. In the absence of 
counsel, the presiding officer 
must have knowledge of the law 
to insure the right of both 
parties, and to preserve the 
right of appeal to a higher court. 
Some degree of knowledge 
about the law is required in a 
Justice of the Peace, or any 
lower court. 
In any primary court system, 
we must preserve easy access, a 
minimum of technicalities, low 
filing fees, and economy of 
operation. 
All are presently 
benefits of the Justice of the 
Peace system. 
However, 
uniformity 
of 
justice must be required, not 
available in the present system. 
It is not unreasonable to require 
minimum standards, including 
legal knowledge. It will cost 
more. 


It’s Washington who has been the prim ary target of 
the denigrators. He is loathed first because he held 
slaves; and if you go to Mt. Vernon, you’ll hardly see a 
mention of the fact that the blacks outnumbered the 
whites many times on W ashington’s property. His slave 
homes are called just “q uarters,” without any reference 
to their use.

Washington was also a man who put all his property 
and his own neck into hazard for his country. He was the 
general who developed amphibious warfare to a peak that 
was not duplicated until the American Pacific cam paigns 
of the 1940s. He was a statesm an of rare vision whose 
advice, if followed, would have kept us out of wars we had 
no business being in and would have won the ones we had 
to get in. 


While he had a strong sense of his own personal worth, 
he never sought public office, and he was genuinely glad 
to lay it down when he had the opportunity. He could have 
made himself an absolute dictator of this country, but he 
turned away from whatever tem ptation there might have 
been in that direction to go back once more to his farm 
and literally revel in the homely essential work of 
agriculture.

AMA Asks Repeal Of 


Age 70 Retirement 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
American Medical Association 
wants the Supreme Court to 
reject the federal governm ent’s 
retirement at age 70 rule as 
harmful to both the individual 
and society. It hopes to get a 
favorable 
hearing 
from 
the 
Nine Old Men. 


“The 
philosophy 
of 
the 
m arket place has brainwashed 
thousands of Americans into 
the belief that a person is over 


the hill at age 70,” the AMA 
told the justices, five of whom 
are in their middle or late 60s. 


The association asked perm is­ 
sion to express itself in the case 
of a government lawyer, Martin 
O. Weisbrod of Chicago, one of 
numerous law suits brought by 
government employes who con­ 
sider the law unconstitutional. 
Weisbrod is over 70 and still 
working at the Department of 
Health, Education and Welfare, 


even 
though 
he 
can 
be 
dismissed at the government’s 
pleasure. 
Federal civil servants can 
work after 70 only if they have 
not 
completed 
15 
years 
of 
service. 
The AMA says some people 
lose 
judgment, 
ability 
and 
physical dexterity at 40 while 
others retain 
these qualities 
past age 80. “ The granting and 
continuance 
of 
employment 
opportunities should be based 
on the individual’s competence 
and ability —not age,” its brief 
said. 
An individual’s mental and 
physical health can be impaired 
by forced retirement through 
loss of status, lack of meaning­ 
ful activity, fear of becoming 


dependent, 
and 
isolation, 
it 
said. At the same time society 
is burdened with the support of 
many older individuals 
who 
could do something productive. 
The court has thrown out 
many laws that discriminated 
unfairly on the basis of race, 
sex or national origin, the AMA 
suggested, 
and 
a 
parallel 
discrimination exists on 
the 
basis of age. 
Only 
one 
member of 
the 
court, 
Justice 
William 
O. 
Douglas is past 70. At 76, he is 
recovering from a stroke. 
The justices are expected to 
announce soon whether they 
will hear Weisbrod’s appeal. A 
three-judge federal panel in the 
District of Columbia dismissed 
his case.

Bird Extermination At 


Ft. Campbell Continues 


FT. CAMPBELL, Ky. (UPI) 
— Army officials have termed 
this week’s mass extermination 
of 
millions 
of 
blackbirds, 
starlings and grackles at this 
military reservation a “reason­ 
ably good success.” But envi­ 
ronmentalists have returned to 
court to prevent another mass 
killing. 
Federal wildlife representa­ 
tives spent Thursday at this 
sprawling military reservation, 
which 
stretches 
across 
the 
K entucky-Tennessee border, 
wading through deep piles of 
dead or dying birds gathering 
data. The birds were sprayed 
with 
a 
chemical, 
Tergitol, 
which removed protective oils 
from their feathers. 
Fire trucks then sprayed the 
birds with water, causing the 
birds to die of exposure in 
tem peratures ranging in the 
lower 20s. 
Brig. 
Gen. John 
Branden­ 
burg, assistant commander of 
the 
101st 
Airborne 
Division, 
said 
the 
operation 
was 
“a 
reasonably good success” and 


the Army would continue the 
ex term ination 
program 
as 
weather permits. 
No date was set for the next 
spraying but an attorney for 
the Society for Animal Rights 
asked Washington U.S. District 
Court to issup an injunction 
barring additional spraying of 
the birds. 
The attorney, Bruce Terris, 
charged the Army had not lived 
up to its agreement to pick up 
the dead blackbirds and 
to 
follow government regulations 
that the chemical be used only 
under the supervision of per­ 
sons trained in bird control. 
Officials at the Army post 
said the decision had not been 
made whether to dispose of the 
dead birds. 
“ We feel we killed on the 
order of one-half million of the 
birds in their southern roost,” 
said 
Brandenburg, 
“ but 
we 
were not as successful in the 
northern roost. 
The birds had been branded a 
hazard to health, aviation and 
crops.

Washington State Must 
Honor Hunting Rights 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — The 
Supreme Court says Washing­ 
ton state must honor an 1891 
agreem ent 
with 
the 
Colville 
Indians 
which 
allows 
tribe 
m em bers to hunt and fish on a 
million acres of land forever. 
In the 6-3 decision Wednes 
day, Justice William Brennan 
Jr. said two Colville Indians, 
Alexander Antcine and his wife, 
should not have been convicted 
for hunting deer out of season 
They 
were 
hunting 
in 
a 
section 
of 
the 
old 
Colville 
reservation. In 1891, the Indians 
gave up the million acres for 
$1.5 
million, 
but 
Congress 
promised that Indian hunting 
and fishing rights would not be 
abridged 
Washington State said its fish 
and gam e laws could still be 
applied to Indians in the same 


way 
they 
applied 
to 
other 
citizens. The state said 
the 
agreement was a contract, not 
a treaty or law, and therefore it 
could be modified by the state. 
Brennan said the Supreme 
Court must intrepret treaties 
and agreem ents in favor of the 
Indians when the language is 
ambiguous That meant Colville 
Indians can hunt and fish on 
the ceded land unfettered by 
state game regulations
